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DETAILED ACTION 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 and 14, the prior art failed to teach a mailbox support structure device having 
telescoping vertical and horizontal post members each having an inner part slidably 
engaged with an outer part, the telescoping vertical and horizontal post members 
having a plurality of holes traversing entirely through the inner part and having at least 
one hole traversing entirely through the outer part of the telescoping vertical post 
member, a pair of locking pins, one of the locking pins slidably engaged with the hole of 
the outer part of the telescoping vertical and horizontal post members and slidably 
engaged with any one hole of the plurality of holes in the inner part of the telescoping 
vertical and horizontal post members, wherein each locking pin has an aperture 
traversing through each locking pin, and a pair of padlocks, each padlock attached to 
the aperture of each locking pin, and a letterbox attached to a telescoping horizontal 
post member, and a pair of padlocks.
